Of com se in 60,000,000 of people these 
20,000 rich_ men form a very small 
per cent, so that when our country 
makes a millionaire the. rest of Che 
sixty m illioiis do not seem severely 
taxed to accomplish the task. 
Still 
the situation of those sixty m illions 
is not the brightest, for they are bor­ 
rowing at high interest from these 
same wealty people, 
the 
money 
wrongfully taken from them. W e 
hear of the prosperous condition of the 
Ohio farmer, yet there are mortgages 
on Ohio farms to the extent of $337,- 
000,000. Michigan has borrowed on 
her.farms $368,000,000. Indiana has 
borrowed $325,000,000 w hile Kansas 
has borrowed .$400,000,000 and N e­ 
braska and the Dakotas sums rang­ 
ing between these extremes. 
This 
represents their prosperity. I d these 
cases from forty to 200 per cent, of 
these values are under mortgage. 
South Western Kansas having thou­ 
sands of farms which can be bought 
now for fifty per cent of their mort­ 
gage indebtedness. Of course in sucli 
condition the farmer is but the ten­ 
ant of the land lord; for while 
the rents exacted from deiiressed 
Ireland farmers are seldom over five 
per cent., our own “free farmers” are 
paying from eight to twelve and 
some time.e. twenty-four. W ith land 
yielding profits of si.x per eeut. un­ 
der most favorable circumstances, 
how can these thousands of toiling 
farmers pay eight; much less pay the 
principal and be free? 
Every m il­ 
lionaire is made up o f. sacrificed 
homes somewhere over th js world. 
H ow m any $1,000 homes does it take 
to make a millionaire? 
Just ten 
hundred. Then is not the Govern­ 
m ent that aids one man in robbing 
ten hundred others of their homes, 
false to Us pledge of guaranteeing 
“equal 
and exact 
justice to all, 
special privileges to none?” 
But 
you say this.is overdrawn. No, dear 
reader, if anything it is underdrawm. 
Only God can make som ething out 
of nothing. 
If some men pick up 
these immense fortunes others must 
lay them down. Do the mortgage 
record over the land indicate the rich 
are laying down 
their fortunes?

The rumor is- that John James In­ 
galls, late a Senator of the United 
States, intends to dig or break his 
way iato the Democratic party. 
The devil was sick enough to turn 
monk, but the story does not tell 
that he was over admitted into novit­ 
iate. Still these are queer times. 
And you Democrats, before you say 
the.very thought is preposterous look 
about you at the Shafteaburys who 
have seen which way the wind blew 
and went from extreme to extreme. 
The Democratic party owes little but 
cuffs to Ingalls, but Democracy owes 
a. great deal. There is no denial of 
the services he rendered in the force 
bill struggle. H e not only in effect 
voted against the measure and car­ 
ried consternation to Hoar at the 
crisis, buthe stood out against cloture 
and refused to leave his seat that a 
more obedient

could

Senator Pugh has been in Binnihg- 
ham for several days stopping at the 
Florence.,, 
The reporter called on the Senator 
at the Fiorencc,,and after the iisual 
preliminaries leading to present po­ 
litical conditions and the outlook, he 
proceeded in-his deliberate and forci­ 
ble way to say;

“Public conditions and public opin­ 
ion arc favorable to the election of a 
Democratic president in 1892, But 
there is great danger that mistakes 
in party action and party manage­ 
ment may deprive us of our advan­ 
tages. It w lli be a fatal mistake to 
rely too much on the opinion of some 
Democrats that tbe M cKinley-tariff 
bill was the ¡principal cause of the

November 
election. There was general discon­ 
tent, especially among the farmers 
and working people, caused by low 
wages and the burden of. taxation 
and scarcity of money. This discon­ 
tent-was the moving cause of farmers’’ 
and laborers’ organizations for relief 
and self protection. The farmers and 
laboring organizations are substan­ 
tially united in favor of lower and 
more equal taxation to support the

The suspicion that the eminent 
Kansan is changing his politics has 
grown not only out of his votes in 
the last congress but the manner and 
substance of his talk since he has 
been out of office. H e has talked en­ 
couragingly of the farmers’ move­ 
ment and expressed sym pathy with 
the .’farmers’ grievances; but has 
taken pains to pronounce against the 
radical and irrational theories pro- 
posed-by some allianceinen for the 
redress of the farmers’ wrongs. That 
is very much in accord with the po­ 
sition of the Democratic party. 
The most significant thing in re­ 
gard to this apparent change of front 
on the part of Senator Ingalls is not 
in that it relates to him personally, 
but that it indicates a popular up­ 
heaval for which this shrewed Kan­ 
sas politician is preparing.

not many who fully realize their 
magnitude.

Tbe 
great-souled, 
broad-gauged 
statesman, of the one party or the 
other, whether his service be in the 
federal or in the state administration 
who has been educated by long ex­ 
perience up to a very exalted appre- 
ciatioh of the dignity and grandeur 
and glory of government, and so has 
come to despise small things, depre­ 
ciates the extravagancies to which 
he has been a party by dividing the 
sum total of them among the body of 
tbe people, and affects tbe greatest 
surprise that any one of them should 
be supposed to be “little” enough to 
complain of bis sm all share. 
There is not one in a hundred of 
the better informed people of the 
country who has an approximately 
correct idea of extent of the burdens 
the government puts on each indi- 
viduaally or on all together.

This is a tax of more than eight 
dollars on each and every man, wo­ 
man, child in the United States.

This is equivalent to the earnings 
of 40,000 men at one dollar a day for 
three hundred and thirteen days a 
year. 
The total taxation of the people of 
Alabama by the State of Alabama for 
all the uses of their own government, 
inciuiog the maintenance of the pub­ 
lic schools, interest on the public 
debt, and.educational and benevolent 
institutions, is as nearly as possible 
one dollar for each inhabitant, or 
barely one eighth as much as their 
taxation for the Fedeial Govern­ 
ment. ■ 
It is esUma’ed that the indirect tax 
imposed on the people of the United 
States as subsidio.s to manufaeturers 
amounts to fully $-500,000,000 a yeat.

The Yankees then held H untsville, 
and the very day we reached Guii- 
tersville they had made a raid to the 
latter place and every boat for m iiej 
along ,the rive was destroyed. 
There was nothing left but to come 
back to Jacksonville and go round 
by way of Rome and Chattanooga, 
which I did.

In those limes the 
carrying of 
trunks was difliculc. 
Getting one- 
through the lines was well nigh im ­ 
possible, as I learned by experience. 
Accordingly I left my trunk at the 
Renfro House, thinking I w'ould 
send for it in more quiet times. 
That’s the last i ever heard of it, 
and that’s the reason of my w riting 
this note. In that trunk was a col­ 
lege diploma,' which I would like 
very much to get, and which, if the 
trunk yvas not burned, with all its 
contents, may belying about in .some 
house in N orth Alabama yet. My 
name was on it, and -though there 
were ma'jy other things in that trunk 
which I would like to see,- yet would 
give more for the diploma than for 
all the rest. . 
Any one knowing any particulars 
ot that thirty-year-old incident,'will 
not only confer a great favor by ad­ 
dressing me, but would be suitably 
rewarded.

Tiis OsferO Ysícc, t!:c Alllauee Organ 
of Calhoun County, Advises the Alli­ 
ance to Stand by the Purpose of 
its Organization and not be Se­ 
duced into Politics. 
: 


it Invites Co-operation of aii Classes 
On a Principle Broad Enough for 
All (lood men.to Stand on. 


We have read and read, thoughfand 
thought, and .for the life of us it has 
been hard to reconcile the various 
opinions and suggestions made. We 
are persuaded, however, that most 
ot. our hardships are brought on by 
our own indifference to past experi­ 
ences; and why? In the first place, 
we have full and unlimited control of 
the production of cotton, corn, wheat, 
etc., the necessities for food’and cloth­ 
ing, comforts and luxuries and such, 
can not be Ignored; all classes, great 
and sma.ll, rich and poor, white and 
black, 'aré cd.mpelled to have them at 
some price. This, then, puts us where 
we can and should look after the pro­ 
duction and supply of not only one 
but all. Cotton being the principal 
production of this and other Southern 
states, we should co-operate to cur­ 
tail its production at least one-third, 
and increase other productions to 
equalize values. Can this be done 
and better our conditions and not in­ 
jure others? We think it can, and 
suggest the'plan of diversified crops 
as the proper course to do it. 
Well, how are you going to get the 
farmers to do that? To answer this 
question correctly solves the problem 
while the different opinions are so 
much at variance; but to our mind 
it is possible and practicable. But 
nothing short of organization need 
undertake it, and even that must be 
simple, perfect and united. “Unity 
in things essential,” covers the one 
grand idea, thought and purpose. It 
covers all differences of opinions, and 
the good sense and judgment could 
see the “things essential.” It is like 
the one rule in school, “all who come 
to school ought to know right from 
wrong, and if you do wrong you may 
expect to be punished.” This rule 
in school covers a multitude of faults, 
especially non-essentials. 
There seems to be a division in tUe_ 
miud&of'classes and conditions of the 
people; but the ballot bos is thought 
by the majority as 'the quickest, and 
hence the most popular way; but in 
our opinion not the best nor the least 
objectionable. 
We don't believe the’alliance was 
organized with any thought or pur­ 
pose to enter politics as such; in fact 
its cardinal principles are averse to 
political subjugation, and should not 
be reflected or contaminated with its 
prejudices and revolutions. When­ 
ever the alliance, as an organization, 
enters politics it engenders strife, di­ 
vision and opposition; then unity 
ceases, power weakens, usefulness is 
destroyed and co-operation paralyzed. 
W e believe the alliance should have 
every class of laborers, and no others, 
within its ranks, and should stand as 
a unity, independent of all parties and 
creeds, voting for none, but honest, 
sober, moral, conservative men for 
office. This would command the re­ 
spect and confidence and elicit the 
friendship of parties, and needed leg­ 
islation would soon follow as a conse­ 
quence. We could bind the sheaves, 
increase the fold and control the pro­ 
duction and industries of our labor 
and equalize necessities and wants. 
Farmers, in oiir opinion we can never 
unite labor on any perman.eht basis 
with politics to divide us. We might 
even endauger out unity by formu­ 
lated demands for relief. 
“Equal 
rights to all, special favors to none” 
should be our “shibboleth.” 
That 
covers all we can ask for or that we, 
in common with others, need; but 
others differ with-us and claim the 
alliance is the deniocratic party South 
and republican,-party North. As to 
members that may be true; but then 
where is unity and co-operation? 
5’hey cannot exist because these two 
factions are n'ot agreed, and we would 
be hopelessly divided and antagonis­ 
tic to each other. 
If party and politics are to give ua 
relief and to _be the watch-words of 
the laborers' union, they shouliFiorm- 
ulate their demands and organize 
their party as one. If the industrial 
classes are going into ijolitics upon 
principles and equal rights, it should 
be one in aim, purpose and declara­ 
tion. But Southern men—allinnce- 
men, we should have said—are evi- 
dentiy in uu hurry to cut loose froni 
their old party ties; they feel their 
burdens are grievous to be borne, 
but they have not forgotten the bit­ 
ter contest, strife and contentions,’ 
such as were in the days of recon­ 
struction, to be the ones to invite 
them now. 
We know -what -they 
were a*nd would dread to see them 
again, and should not invite them,' 
but if they eomej meet them with 
manliness and determination, ’t'ou 
had a foretaste in the last State con­ 
vention that should not, if possible, 
be repeated. A separation, organi­ 
zation and party atnte should, if 
possible, be evaded; but wo .see no 


way out except the plan we have 
suggested. 
We believe the princinles of the 
Alliance are broad enough -for all 
men, classes and creeds to’stand on. 
“Equal rights to all; special favors 
to none,” we can all unite: on--our 
pens to defend and votes to enforce. 
The true, broad and grand, in Dixie 
niured stand.—Oxford ’Voice.

The vendetta seems to bo .carried 
out in Asia ns well as in Corsica, judg­ 
ing from the following article -taken 
from a Chinese exchange: 
■Whether the particulars which we 
are now about to givo ore. strictly cor­ 
rect or not Is more, than we Can say, 
but wo are content to beUevo that 
there is nothing improbable in the 
story. Thé recognized ecccnteidty.of 
Chiheso customs is m itself excuse 
enougii tor giving entire credence to 
the singular narrative, the-, details of 
which come to ns from a -reliable 
source and are as follows: 
Onthe night of Nov. 2,1886, aChinese 
carpenter employed at Mr.Braad’ssugar 
plantation, Shoal Bay, was murdered 
in h^hat. : Information was at once 
given to the police,;who proceeded to 
Shoal Bay, took .up. what appeared to 
be the tracks of üie murderer, followed 
them to the jungle, conapg.--toward 
Palmerston, and'tlmre lost them. In

capture of the murderer. The ’murder 
itself was a most determined one. 
An

wound through the heart, the ballet 
having gone through the chest, and 
there was another stab wound through 
the heart. 
From the nature of the man’s 
wounds, however, two things'were in­ 
ferred; first, that t'no murder was per­ 
petrated by more than one person, and, 
second, that there was a fiendish desire 
on the part of the morderers to make 
sure of Ah Ton’s death. Now comes 
the sequel Some years previous to the 
Shoal Bay crime being conpnRted a 
certain Chinaman conducted a pirating 
enterprise on the coast of China. One 
day while taking out a small boat­ 
ing party under cover of rtópectability, 
this pirate foully robbed and then mur­ 
dered the unsuspecting occupants of 
the boat, and then cleared from the 
neighborhood. The friends and rela- 
atives of the qiardered persons searched 
the coa.st high and low for t^ e s b ft he 
freebooter, but in vain.

of their grief at the berea-vement under 
such circumstances, two iviio had each 
lost a father registered a terrible oath 
to be revenged on the pirate.

and special privileges to 
none.” 
They m aintain tins doctrine on the 
hro-ad grounds th a t the constitution 
auuiOi'izes no “ class legislatioii.” I t 
s claim ed by m any th a t llie cii.act- 
m ent of the • sub-treasury plan into 
law would be'class legislation, m at 
it would redound only to the benefit 
lii.o farm ers and to th a t class ol 
fanners only w ho jiroduce cotton, 
corn, w heat, oats and tobacco, if 
the promises upon w hich this objec­ 
tion isio n n d ed bo correct it certainly 
has great v,ieight. B ut th at they are 
ancorrect 
the objectors them selves 
prove by tiieir frantic aud persistent 
assertions th a t the plan is unwise, 
iinpraeticiil aud calculated to do a 
greater inuiry to the farm ers than 
auyonoels-c. 
Wo deny th a t the en­ 
actm ent of the features luvolved lu 
the sub-treasury plan lulo law would 
be class-legislation. 
1. Because, in this 
m atter the 
farm ers arc not a clas.s. in the sense 
in w inch th at term :s eom m oiiiy 
used, aud 
d. Because all w ealth, ail prosper­ 
ity, all legitim ate profits are snted 
through agriculture, and a law th at 
w ill beuelit the agricultural interests 
will benciit ever-y other legitim ate 
enterprise carried op in a proper 
m anner. 
I t m ust be rem em bered th at tins 
question is being considcreu as a 
N ational economic one. W hile the 
occupation of farm ing, is a distinct 
one and, .as such, those 
engaged 
therein m ight nroperly be term ed a 
class m concra-aistinction to tnose 
engaged in other occupations: when 
considered 
from an 
economical 
standpoint, the fact our prosperity .as 
a nation is based upon our agncult-a- 
ral resources and their developm ent, 
necessitates th a t then- interests are 
not considered fts a class, but .ss a 
source of Nation.al jirosper'ty, 
in 
w hich all have an interest. 
The 
census of 1880 shows th a t over 4-1 per 
cent, of all persons engaged in differ­ 
ent occupations are farm ers and farm 
lauorers. Tlie products of the farm 
constitute 80 per cent, of our exportó, 
and it IS a fact no longer debatable 
that the agriculturists pay, directly 
ana indirectly, 
more th an 75 per 
cent, of the aggregate am ount of 
taxes collected. 
In stating these 
propositions we do not w ish to be 
understood as ignoring tJie interests 
.01 those engaged in other productive 
enterprises, or undervaluing the im ­ 
portance of thoir productions; but 
we m ust not lose sight of the fact 
th at the farm ers are the largest con­ 
sum ers of those productions, and th at 
the enactm ent of a sj'stem th a t w ill 
enable the farm er to purchase more 
of the prospects ol their labor will 
benefit them also. I t is useless to 
enter into an exhaustive argum ent, 
or to present a long array of stati.s- 
tlcs, to prove th a t th e interests of 
agriculture 
are 
param ount to all 
others in this country. I t is also 
superfluous to rem ark th a t this inter­ 
est has received the least cousider- 
atioa at the hands of Congres.s. I t 
is the basis not only of our N ational 
prosperity but of our modern civili­ 
zation. 
The following table, compiled from 
the census statistics of ISSO, shows 
the value of ten of. the staple products 
of the farm .

W ith the exception of flouring and 
gristm ill products, the greater p art cf 
the value of w hich is produced on 
the farm , m auufactures of iron and 
steel stand a t the head of the list of 
m anufactured articles. The value of 
the entire m anufactured jiroduot of 
these, in ISSO, was $.->3-5,000,000. E d ­ 
ward .-Mkinson, a prom inent statisti­ 
cian, has dem onstrated Uiat tb e egg 
product in the U nited .States out­ 
values the entire product of iron and 
steel; and tbe statistics given above 
show th a t the value of the corn crop 
is nearly double th a t of those m etals. 
W hen it is taken into consideration 
th a t of the entire product of iron aud 
steel produced in the U nited Sitates, 
leas than .5 per cent is exported, and 
th at th e farm ers, either directly or 
iudireetiy, pay for m ost of th at con­ 
sum ed a t home, we can readily see 
how dependent this aud all other en­ 
terprises depend upon the a.grieultu- 
ral interests of the natiou. 
lu view 
of this fact we again repent th at, in 
the consideration of this .question, 
the farm ers are no t a class. I t could 
be said w ilb equal p -opriety th a t the 
free coinage of .silver would be class 
legislation, because itbenefitted m ost 
the ow ners of silver m ines. W e 
m ight claim also th an an appropria­ 
tion for repairing -levees on and 
eleai-ini: obstructions from the M is­ 
sissippi river -was class legislation, 
since it inures directly to th e benefit 
of those whose property is protected 
and the steam boat com panies. B ut 
no such question is ever 
raised. 
W hy? Because these m atters are of 
national iiiiporlance, aud are, for the 
■‘general -vnlfare" of the people. The 
steam boaim en are not considered as

L et us suppose th a t tbe 
surplus jirocluotaof a farm er of 
staples provided for in the sub-treas­ 
ury plan . ariiouuts, under present 
conaiiiiioiis. lirtiie fall of the year,- 
to ifiOO. T his represents (he am ount 
ha has lo' paj^ on his debtó and 'to- 
purchaee the necessities of life for 
him self and fam ily, and to replace 
air tbs farm maeiiittory req-uir- 
ed to make another crop. If he can 
nold these products u n til spring he 
can obtain 30 per cent, more m oney 
for them , or ^780. B a t he owes his 
m erchant $200. The interest on his 
mortgage is $100. H e m ust pay hjs. 
phyisician $50. Eam ily needs shoes 
and boots and clothing for w inter, 
and he is compelled to sell. If he 
sella under the present conditions-he 
receives $008 and th a t is all. H e owes 
$860 w hich leaves him $2-30 w ith 
which to buy .such, things as he needs 
This is spent with his m erchant his 
blacksm ith, the m anufacturer, hired 
bauds, etc. B ut sujipoac he can de­ 
posit these producís in a governm ent 
warehouse. H e receives 80 per cent 
of the average price paid by the con­ 
sum er, or 80 per cent, of $780. This 
am ounts lo fC>24. In tiie spring he 
orders his cotton sold. I t briugs $780 
H aving received in tha fall $624, he 
is now entitled to the balance, after 
dcd-ucling ihe low rate of interest on 
the $024 and the cost ot storage, h an ­ 
dling aud insurance, w hich certainly 
could not e.xceed fSG.

I t does w hatgov- 
ernm ent has frequently done for the 
gam blers of W all street to save them 
from a destruction created by th eir 
own folly. I t does not h u rt the con­ 
sum er because he pays no m ore for 
w hat he consumes than he has here­ 
tofore. I t aids him , inasm uch as it 
m akes tim es better and gives em ­ 
ploym ent to a greater num ber. I t is 
beneficial to (he m erchant, because 
it not only assists the farm er to pay 
hia store bill, b u t enables him to buy 
more. I t assists the m anufacturer, 
because it gives him a m ark et for 
•JKore goods. 
I t is beneficial to the 
artisan because, in creating a de­ 
m and for m ore goods it gives better 
em ploym ent to labor. 
I t 
assists 
everj’ class of individuals w ho are 
dependent upon the prosperity-of the 
fanner, and who do no t seek to spec­ 
ulate on bis uece.ssifies and misfor- 
tunes- 
The m erchauta all over tb e W est 
and South are com piainiuir of a scar­ 
city of m oney and their inability to 
collect debts. 
From every class of 
individuals, engaged in legitim ate 
business, we hear the sam e cry. The 
only wonder is th a t a m easure calcu­ 
lated to give relief to so m any should 
be so persisiently opposed by the 
very m en whose interest it would 
serve. But, in the light of history, 
this is no great wonder. The m ajor­ 
ity of men only learn w hen an idea 
is forced upon them . The w orld is 
not indebted to philosophers and 
sages for the ideas and inventions 
w hich m ark its greatest progress 
W e som etim es b eárth e sub.treasury 
plan coudem ned because it did -not 
em anate from the brain of a great 
financier.

these constitutions and dem ands in 
their hands, thousands of our N ation ­ 
al, State, county and subordinate 
lecturers and organi/ers have trav­ 
ersed this entire country and appeal­ 
ed to the farm ing class to linite.in 
crushing out the unjust exactions 
find tyrannies of.- class- legislation, 
tellin g them that this m ovem ent 
m eant a death blow to special privi­ 
leges granted by national legislation. 
U pon the faith of these solem n 
constitutional declarations, believing 
we m eant w hat we said iu our de­ 
m ands, and from the m ouths of our 
d u ly com m issioned speakers, m il­ 
lion s o f; the farm ers and laborers of 
the U nited States have joined our 
ranks; tH oui ow n oiate more than 
185,000 h avin g flocked to our standard 
to aid us iu our nobfe work.

If such a course as th is is taken, 
would it not lay us liable to the 
charge of obtaining m embers under 
false pretenses? . 
It w ould lose us m illions of m em ­ 
bers in our order; theosteera, aid and 
sym pathy of thousands of religious, 
new s,.agricultural and political pa­ 
pers that have aided us iu the past, 
and the confidence of all the good 
m en and w om en who have bid us 
God speed on the faith of our C onsti­ 
tutions and dem ands; and 
would 
place our noble order before the world 
in any other than an enviable posi­ 
tion. 
It is m y opinion based upon m y ex ­ 
perience gained in traveling and lec­ 
turing in 106 out of 114 counties of 
our State, w h ile your State lecturer, 
that if our order should take such a 
step it w ould destroy the order in 
M issouri in less than 00 days. 
W e hardly think it possible under 
the above statem ent of facts th at any 
considerable 
num ber 
of the 
fair 
m inded brothers of our order, after 
due deliberation w ill claim th a t w e 
ought 10 to dem and special class leg­ 
islation for the benefit of a few o f the 
w ealthiest w heat, corn, oats, tobacco 
and cotton owners that cannot be 
granted to a n y o n e else. 
N or do I th in k that any o f our 
brothers w ill force an order declaring 
in favor of such a bill until we change 
onr own C onstitutions and dem ands 
so that they w ill read: 
“ W edem ahd 
special favors to the wheat, corn, oat, 
tobacco and cotton ow ners in the 
Ttchest counties oí the U nited States, 
w hich favors shall not be granted to 
the fann ers in the poorer countie--, 
nor to any one else in the lan d .” For 
no county get a warehouse and sub- 
treasury unless that county can ftrst 
show that it raises the su rp lu s'o f 
f500,000 worth of these products; and 
there are- only a few of the richest 
counties in our State that raise this 
am ount. 
I w ill therefore ask (and this is the 
question now confronting us), sh all 
our couustitution and dem ands be 
cliauged to conform to the sub-treas­ 
ury bill, or w ere w e right w hen w e 
framed them as they now are? 
W e 
now stand opposed to all kinds b£ 
clas.s legislation. T his sch em e-d e- 
m ahds that w e shall com m it our­ 
selves to the worst kind of class leg­ 
islation.

It was cla>.& legislation that crear 
ted the n ation il banking system am i 
vested m them the power of control­ 
ling, to a great extent, the volum e of 
the m oney of the country. 
It was class legislation that took 
from the people of the U nited States 
m illions upon m illion s of acres of 
the public lands and vested it in rail­ 
road corporations and-syndicates and 
alien ow ners. 
It w as class legislation tha't has 
built up the colossal trusts, m onopo­ 
lies and com bines of our country that 
are the curse of the age, .and it Is 
class legislation that m akes it possi­ 
ble for them to continue'their unholy 
callings. 
It is class legislation that lays the 
heaviest burdens of tariff taxation 
upon-the necessaries of life that the 
poor and needy of our land m ust 
have, and places the - ligh test terifls 
on the luxuries of life that the w eal­ 
thy can do w ithout and not suffer; 
It is class legislation that has, in 
som e cases, shut the ports of foreign 
m arkets to our surplus farm products, 
and In others has forced us to pay an 
im m ense toll before w^e are allow ed 
to com pete, in the .salé of our surplus 
farm products, w ith the pauper farm 
products of the rest of the world in 
these foreign m arkets. 
It is class legislation that m akes us 
pay nearly double w hat we should 
tor all the m achinery and im ple­ 
m ents w e use upon our farms. 
A nd it isajlass legislation tuat has 
made the abandoned farms in som e 
States, 
and 
poverty and distress 
am ong the farm ing class a ll over our 
land. 
Th.1t has raised and is now' 
raising m any of our children iu rags. 
Ignorance, and poverty, and has plas­ 
tered the farms of our country w ith 
m ortgages, that has made the farmer 
the butt of the jokes of all other 
classes o f 
people, 
the subject of 
scaudalous and hum orous cartoons 
and has socially ostracised them . 
Or to sum the w hole m atter up, it 
is class legis.ation that has driven us 
into this organization to defend our­ 
selves,'w ives, children, and hom es. 
T hen w hy should there be any 
wonder at our denouncing our com ­ 
mon curse and m ortal enemy'. 


• Brothers, we can never expect any 
relief from such- legislation, 
aud 
linless the farm ing class put it down, 
and m ake it odious as it deserves to 
be made, it-iviil continue to sap the 
substance from the farm ers and la­ 
borers of this country until corpor­ 
ation farm ing, and landlordism and 
tenancy w ill forever displace the old- 
tim e independent A m erican farmer. 
A nd I ■will now m ost earnestly 
warn you against those who advocate 
class legislation, 
for 
the 
farm ing 
class, w hether inside or outside of 
our order, for w h ile they are in m any, 
if not a ll eases honest in their advice, 
they are m istaken, and are trying 
to have us place ourselves in such a 
position that we cannot work, talk, 
or vote against natiorial banks, un­ 
ju st tariffs, railroad land grants, or 
any of the other species -of class 
legislation-of w hich w e now com - 
plaip. 
Suppose the national banks, land 
grant railroads, bondholders, tariff 
barons, should have concluded that 
the farm ers of the U n ited States are 
getting politically troublesom e, and 
becom ing liable to take from them , 
by legislation, these special privileges 
w hich th ey have so dong enjoyed; 
how would they sot about doing it! 
N ot by buying us up, w inin g and 
dining us, or any such fam iliar m eth­ 
ods as that, for our great num bers 
and thorough know ledge that such 
are their general m ethods, w ould 
make such an effort a failure. B u t 
the m ethod th ey w ould adopt would 
be to get us to advocating class leg­ 
islation for ourselves. This would 
m ost effectually shut our m ouths 
against their class legislation. 
« Of course they w ould w ant us to ad­ 
vocate, for ourselves, som e species of 
class legislation that w ould be im ­ 
practicable and unconstitutional, but 
nevertheless such a one as would 
thoroughly com m it us to approval of 
that cass legislation that has built 
their palaces from the unjust- tolls on 
labor. 
I claim th is sub-treasury schem e is 
just the kind of class legislation, 
above ail, that these favored classes 
w ould m ost desire us to approve and 
advocate. - A nd shouid our organiza­ 
tion ever endorse tliis schem e there 
w ill be groat jo y in the rauks of those 
m en 
that w e now 
m ost severely 
denounce. 
For how can our order 
oi; our R epresentative i'n Congress 
denounce legislation of a 
sim ilar 
kind to that w h ich we are advoca­ 
ting? 
For w hen w e protest against the 
exten ding of the charters or powers 
of the N ational hanks .llie represent­ 
ative of t.iiese banks w ill point to th i 
“ Farm ers’ sub-treasury b ill.” 
Wrien land gr.aut raiiroafls ask for 
he couftrm ation 
of Ibolr right to 
a u lliou s ot utiearued a cres-o f our 


public dom ain and 
w e raise our 
voices against it, th ey w ill w ant to 
know , how w e are gettin g along w ith 
our “V ance and Picklor sub-treasury 
h ill.” 
Let m e therefore, m ost solem nly 
warn you against 
follow in g that 
“jack-o’-lantern” of class legislation, 
that w ill but lead you deeper into 
the swam ps of m iseiy and want, out 
w hich there is no road for the farmer.

Tlie whole country needs more 
money and all classes unite with us 
in this demand as well as relief from 
excessive tarifl 
taxation. 
These 
things wo will get if we are firm and 
stand by the Democratic party. This 
18 all, as reasonable men, we should 
expect, and this will raise us out of 
the ruts and put us on the high road 
to prosperity'.

If under the operation of 
the Sub-treasury bill the AVestern 
farmers could force provisions any 
higher than they get under present 
conditions the last small margin of 
profit in cotton raising would disap­ 
pear and Southern cotton raiser.? 
would be bankrupted in two seasons; 
and the ne.xt thing we should hear of 
in the South would be a farmers’ 
movement to repeal 
the ruinous 
measure. 
The sub-treasury bill provides that 
the government may loan 80 percent, 
of the m arket value of farm products 
at the time they are stored in the 
govcrniiifut warehouse, the owner to 
pay' 
warehouse 
and 
insurance 
charges, interest &c. The bill does 
not provide that the government may 
loan SO lOcr cent, upon what the value 
may be at any future time, as the 
writer we are discussing faultily as­ 
sumes. 
Let us apply the bill and see how a 
Calhoun county farmer would have 
comc'out, if it had been a law last 
fall, and he had borrowed eighty per 
joiit of the then value of his cotton 
from the Government and held it for 
arise.

My father was broken do'wn. It must 
be a horrid strain on a father’s feelings 
to sit and look at his son, in tlie iirime of 
manhood, and connt off the fewinter- 
vemng minutes of tliat boy’s remaining 
life.

Tlieir sup 
port gone, the sudden, nnlooked for lift­ 
ing of the cloud of death, the rush of re­ 
lief from the horrid nightmare, caused a 
quick revulsion of feeling that made me 
limp as a rag, weak as a dying babe. 
And I, too, sank between my p.irents. 
The minister said something I did not 
hear, brothers .and sisters knelt around 
us, and I heard the preacher iiouring out 
a prayer of gratitude that the dark 
shadow of deatii had passed hy, leaving 
the light of life. 
My .sentence of death was commuted 
to imprlsomueut and labor during the 
war.

The fiat currency 
of the Confederacy, worth little be­ 
fore because of its abundance, was 
worth nothing then and they were 
reduced to the rude necessity of bar­ 
ter, in the lim ited commerciai opera­ 
tions of the day. To add to their 
■ distress and humiliation their slaves 
were elevated above them in the 
right of suffrage, their leading men 
were disfranchised, their local gov. 
ernments pas.sed into the hands of 
aliens and strangers, and tlien began 
that villainous work of pilunder of 
the rem nant they had left that will 
forever stand a shamefui blot upon 
the civilization ot the nineteenth 
century. 
To cap it all the federal 
government imposed a heavy direct 
tax upon their staple crop and rigor­ 
ously collected it. 
H ere was cause for despair and 
unmanly repining. But they did not 
despair nor repine. 
They took up 
their burden and patiently began the 
work of re.storing to tbeir country its 
former glory. 
In this work they 
were impeded; they were hectored 
by m ilitary m artinets; they were 
robbed; they were discriminated a- 
gainst in legislation; but in silent 
and sullen determination they grim­ 
ly worked, and after mvhile, under 
theirtouch, their country again be­ 
gan to bloom.

IT LOOKS BAD. 


Democrats Who Say They are Without 
a Party. 
Charleston, April 17.—A very 
significant political meeting was held 
at the State Capitol to-day.
